Another derivation 
is given in Whitworth’s Dictionary 
which is at least as ingeaious and: de- 
cidedly more probable. | Whitworth 
thinks that the earliest form of the word 
was ‘“‘shampoon,’’ instead of’ ‘*sham- 
poo,’’ and in point of fact ‘‘shampoon” 
is still in use among rural barbers. 
‘‘Shampoon”’ the learned lexicographer 
further supposes to be closely related 
to *‘lampoon,’’ and to have the original 
meaning of an attack on the head of the 
person ‘‘shampooned.’’ These specu- 
lations, in spite of their interesting 
character, are at best only speculations, 
and we can not feel any certainty as to 
the real origin of the verb ‘* to sham- 
poo.”’ 

The process has always been regarded 
as a particularly wholesome one. It 
was supposed that it strengthened the 
scalp, induced hair to grow in waste 
places, and removed and prevented 
headaches, besides. increasing’ the: self- 
respect of the person by enabling him 
to feel that his head was abnormall 
clean. Weare now informed that, wit 
the exception of the last mentioned re- 
sult, shampooing does nothing but in- 
jury. It stops the growth of hair and 
produces premature baldness. It weak- 
ens the scalp so that it loses its vitality, 
and, becoming as impervious to moist- 
ure as india rubber, induces diseases of 
the bones of the gku Furt ore, 
eafness, in 
many cases leads to inflammation of the 
eyes. Its worst effect, however, is in- 
sanity. The percentage of men who 
become insane after a course of repeated 
and. regular “shampooing’’ is ‘ enor- 
mous—so large, in fact, that the exact 
percentage is not mentioned out of re- 
gard to the feelings of the public. The 
average life of the man who is sham- 
pooed once a week is only three years, 
and the last two years of his life are 
usually spent in a maniac’s cell, where 
his blindness and deafness are rather an 
advantage to'him, since they save him 
from the unpleasant’sights and sounds 
common to all lunatic asylums. 

This is a ‘formidable indictment of 
“shampooing,” and fortified as it is by 
statistics manufactured expressly for 
the purpose, we can not doubt that part 
of it which professes to show the direful 


results, of ‘‘shampooing.’? Doubtless 
people who are frequently ‘‘sham- 
ooed” are’ afflicted with deafness, 


lindness, baldness, diseases of the 
sealp and skull, insanity and death. It 
does not, however, necessarily follow 
that these calamities are all of them the 
direct result of the application ef soap, 
water and barbers’ fingers to the heads 
of the sufferers. 

We may admit that the frequency 
with which the barber rubs soap into 
the eyes of the victim whom he is 
‘‘shampooing’’-may impair the victim’s 
sight, and that the application of soap, | 
of hot water and of cold water to the}; 
scalp may have an injurious effect upon 
the growth of the hair.. It is, neverthe- 
less, incredible that the scalp, the skull, 
the sense of hearing and the brain 
should be injured by soap and water. If 
soap and water can injure the scalp and 
the underlying bones, why do they not 
injure the rest of the surface of the body 
when applied to it, and if they do not 
injure the scalp how can we believe that 
they injure the brain? In spite of the 
learning and experience of the physi- 
cian who has discovered the dangers of 
“shampooing,’’ men will be slow to be- 
lieve that deafness and insanity are 
among its consequences, especially since 
there is another cause amply sufficient 
to produce these results. 

‘‘ Shampooing”’ is a long and tedious 
process. It gives the barber am ple time to 
converse with his victim. While he rubs 
the helpless head the barber can pour 
into the unresisting ear his usual mono- 
locue on the state of the weuther, the 
political world, and the theaters, and 
can recite the praises of tonic. Can we 
wonder that deafness should be the first 
consequence of the barber’s prolonged 
conversation, and that insanity should 
speedily follow? This is beyond any 
uestion the true explanation of the 
statistics which show that ‘‘shampooing”’ 
is followed by deafness aud madness. 
We could expect nothing less, and the 
man who voluntarily places his head in 
the “sham r’s’”” hand invites the 
most terrible of all calamities. 

We thus see that the learned writer 
on the evils of “shampooing” is right as 
to his facts but wrong in his explanation 
ofthem. Let him, if possible, find a 
dumb barber, and = = what rt

Our people are slowly crowding in- 
to the cities, towns and villages. 
This movement has been kept up for 
years. and does not decrease. Why ? 

Can any one point out the advant- 
ages gained by the people who con- 
giegate in cities? Do they make 
their life purer and happier, or their 
children more independent? Are their 
children better fed and clothed er 
better trained and educated? Is the 
doctors bill for parent and children 
less and the call for the undertaker 
less frequent ? 

Experience, dearly bought. teaches 
that forthe majority of the people 
who seek the allurements of town life 
the advantages in the things named 
are with their friends and neighbors 
left behin . in the country. The man 
who, without a trade or profession 
moves a large family into a town, 
must altogether too certainly pass 
throu,h all the stages of privation, 
want and poverty, ending sometimes 
in shame and disgrace, The chil- 
dren reduced to rags and thrown on 
the streets learn lessons in all the 
vices that lead to the prisen and the 
penitentiary. 

Generally towns are already well 
stocked with servants, washerwomen, 
cooks, carriage-drivers, and the like. 
Any increase of the number, only 
serves to cut down the already starv- 
ing rates of these laborers. Any 
healthy, industrious man can earn 
more, live mure respectably, and feel 
more like a free American citizen, as 
a farmer, than as a mere menial. 

All that is needed to better the 
condition of our farming class is a lit- 
tle more thrift and economy—more 
hogs raised, and chickens, turkeys 
and fowls generally; a smaller whis- 
ky and tobacco account; more school 
bouks and better care of the township 
school, and better houses to replace 
the untidy log huts. Even without 
theese improvements we regard life in 
the country as far preferable to the 
wretchedness endured by a large por- 
tion of the-populetion of eur towns 
and villages: So bad is their condi- 
lion that statistics show that death 18 
reaping them ten to onein the ordi- 
nary condition of life.

A Duel with Shotguns,

Postmaster T, U. Green, on arriving at 
the postoffice, yesterday morning, was as- 
tonished to see Loth the back window and 
safe open. A thorough examination soon 


disclosed the fact that the postoffiee had 
been entered tarough the window and the 


svfe robbed of all its contents, money, 
s amps, papers and indeed everything de- 


p sited there. 
An inventory of the contents by the post 


master shows that the safe contained the 
following: $1,404 in money order funds; 
$300 in currency, of postage funds; $1500 
in pos.age stamps, tens, fives, threes and 
ones; thirty registered letters, contents un- 
known; a number of important private pa- 
pers, belonging to the postmaster, a valua- 
ble diamond ring, and also a sinal] amount 
of private frnds. 


Exsmination of the safe showed the rob- 


bery had been skillfully done; gthat a hole 
had been drilled through the door ata 
point near the combination handle and 
that evidently the cpeaiug thus made ad- 
mitted the breaking ot the combination so 
that the sate could be opened; that the 
strong box, made of sheet iron rivited in- 
side the sate was wrencbed from its fasten- 
iag and its bottom b.oken, The strong 
box was found yesterday morning in the 
alley intheyear of the Post-oifice.—Bir- 
mingham Daily Age.

Arrested in Nashville Upon theCharge 
of Robbery and putin jail, 


Nashville, Feb—At 2:25 o'clock 
this morning officers Pittman and 
Chockley aud detective Porter arres- 
ted two men in the Louisville depot 
after they had purchased tickets, one 
for Evansville and the other for 
Louisville, Oueof the men showed 
fight by drawing a pistol, but was per- 
suaded not to use it by the three offi- 
eers covering him with there revel- 
vers. 

The two men were escorted to the 
police station and lodged bebind the 
bars, the chief of police giving orders 
to allow no one to see them. The 
men had two valise3, one ot whic 
contained a large sum of money and 
the other valuables, embracing dia- 
monds and jewelry, and the other was 
packed with a complete set of burg- 
ars’ tools of the most improved char- 
acter. 


One of the men is D. W. Lambert. 
well known in this city, having torm- 
erly taken an active interest in several 
walkiog,matches here and at Chaftta- 
nooga, and boarded at the: Maxwell 
house. ‘The other is named Simpson 
the constant companion of Lambert. 

It is supposed that they had some- 
thing to do with robbing the post- 
ofiive at Birmingham, Ala,, Monday 
night, in which robbery the safe was 
blown open and over $6,000 in money 
and stamps belonging to the yovern- 
ment, besides about $800 in money 
and valtable jewelay, the property of 
Postmaster Greene, was carried off. 
Yhere is also rome stiong provf 
against these parties a8 being impli- 
cated in a number of robberies which 
occured recently in this city and 
state, and among Milsom & Walsh.s 
salvon and the Bank of Franklin. 


These two men came here about 
eight months ago, and Lambert boar- 
ded at the Maxwell house, while his 
pal, Simpson, stopped at the N.ckole on 
house. Both were considered nice 
respectable gentlemen, wuo had 
plenty of money, and were quite lib- 
eral, and neither was lacking in 
friends. ‘They said their homes were 
in New York, and that their fathers 
were wealthy men, who furnished 
them with any amount of cash they 
desired, and that they were here for 
health and oleasure. 

Lambert and Simpson were remov- 
ed from the station house to the 
county jail during the forenoon.—
